kind may become the Delight of oye another ¢ Permit me 


to fet out this Syftem of Royal Rhetorick in Parts, which, 
when put together, is fuch a Compound of Sweetnefs, 
fuch Melody ro the State, as will, I hope, for ever put 
to flight, every Evil Spirit that at prefent haunts us, or 

 fhiall hereafter alarm our Reft, and interrupt our Re- 
pofe. 

Her Majeffy hath fully determined the Controverfy 
about Peace and War. No wanton Thirft of Glory or 
Dominion carry’d Her Arms into the Field: The firft 
Proje& ot that long, blood , expenfive Affair, took 
Place before Her happy Acceflion to the Throne. She 
found the Crown loaded with that heavy Entail and 
Incumbrance. .4 War was prepared for Her. So good a 
Queen had perhaps obtain'd thofe Securities for us by 
Treaty, which Her Fredeceffars was obligetl to feek for 
in the Field.

So much greater is Hr Glory, who hath 
made thofe Succefles a Victories ufeful, by a fafe and 
honourable Peace, which others, not fo wife and good, 
and, GOD be thanked, not fo Powerful, would have 
turn'd to the Advantage of a very bad Caufe, the fer- 
ving the Interefts of Ambition and Avarice. In this 
She furpaffes the braveft Heroes and moft expert Gene- 
ralg: What they fhould have won for Her, Swe hath 
made ufeful for Her People. Happy thercfore was ic 
for us, that Her rightful Prerogatiye was reftord, at 2 
time when She al exert it in fo auf{picious a manner 
for our Good, by concluding a Peace, which chey who 
have obftracted would cither never‘have made, ar have 
mate it more feful tox Themfelves, than for their own 
Country. 

Her Majefty is fo very Good and Condefvending, as 
to bear with the wilful Prejudices or unhappy Miitakes 
of fuch of Her Sabjects, as do not yet fo al underrand 
the advantageous Conditions She bath obtained from France, 
for the Benefit of owr Trade.

tiow careful we ought t0 be to examin the Publick Af- 
tairs impartially, and how many Miftakes and Prejudi- 
ces we ought to part with, before we can make a due 
Return for this Goodnefs of our Sovereign, it is no 
cafie matter to tell, unlefs we could firft aflign the Dif- 
ference between the Merit of Labouriug for the Good 
of others, and of judging aright for our felves, when 
we are or may be Happy. This makes it fo much the 
more neceflary for He~Mayjefty to recommand to Her 
Commons, the making thew Fellow-Sulbjetts truly fenfible 
what they g.tin by the Peace, the diffipating thofe ground- 
lefs Fealoufies which have been fo indujtrioufly Jomented 
among? us, and the Exerting our felves to obviate the Ma- 
licé of the Ill-minded, and to undeceive the Deluded ; 
whereby-Sbe hath put a Spur to our Duty, and given 
the Royal Sanétion to that Zeal, which our Enemies 
are yery glad to mifcall, that, 1f by any means poflible, 
they may weaken and difarm it. At the fame time, it 
carries with it a moft gracious encouraging Approbation 


of their Condué&, who have already fignaliz’d themfelves , 


in this Caufe, by attempting to remove popular Miftakes 
and Prejudices, and the Blindnefs and Malice of Party- 
Rage ; and repays their Labours of this kind in a way 
which, according to pet po. meee of generous Minds, 
fufficiently atrones for all the Hardfhips, Calumnies and 
Indignities they have met with, from thofe who no 
‘more care to hear Reafon, than to obey Authority. 

The generous Sentiments Her Maeffy is pleas'd to 
entertain of Her People, by Hoping that there are but 
few among ft us who will never be fatrsfed with any Govern- 
ment, were, one would think, enough to reduce their 
Numbers, and make them yet Fewer, did not the Rage 
and Frenzy of Fatton, bear down before it all Senfe of 
Gratitude and Engagements to Duty. Had they not 
publickly own’d and glory’d in the moft pernicious Prin- 
ciples, it were fufficient Proof againft them, that no 
Government can fatisfie them, fince they are hardened 
enough to exprefs any Uneafinefs under the prefent 
mild and gentle Adminiftration ; which hath given fuch 
convincing Proofs of the moft tender regard for the 
Rights and Liberties of the Subjet, that it is unavoid- 
able but fome very bad Men muft rake fhelrer ander ir, 
and thofe whom no Government can Satisfy, only ours 
will Tolerate. 

Many are the Diforders that have happen’d during fo 
long 4 Wer, .and the Traiterous Endeavours usd to 
prevent the Ejtablifhing Peace at hon: exceed, if rae 
the Obftru@ions that were fo artfully and malicioully 
contriv’d to prevent the Ejfablifhing Peace abroad. The 
{ime Counce]s and Meafures, which have furm: anted 
one Difficulty, will be moft effectual towards overcom- 
ing the other, when Both arife from the fame common 
Source and Fountain: And therefore what Her Mayejry 

ropofes as ths neceflary Means to recover thefe Diforders, 
und Fipablifh Peace at Home, is indeed the Sum of our 
Duty as good Subjects, and the only way to make our 
{elves and our Pofterity happy. We muft Iteddily adhere 
20 the Conftitution in Church and State. To this Confti- 
tution we were wonderfully reftor'd after a long Civil 
Wer and a Bloody Ufurpation : For this we contended 
againft the United Forces of Popery and Fattion, at the 
time of the /ate Revolution : For this we entred into an 
Expenfive War abroad, and were.fo Jealous of it, as to 
guard againft every thing like Danger, that might affect 
it, tho’ at never fo great a diftance. We have fought 
even with Shaddows for the fake of this Subftance ; and 
as much Blood and Treafure hath been laviih’d to fave 
and fecure it, as would have heap’d Crowns upon Great 
Britain, and made an ambitious Monarch Lord of half 
the World: Shall we then at lft give it - to a dome- 
ick Enemy, whofe having the Power to difturb us, is 
the greateft Infamy that this Nation hath for many 
Years labour’d under ; and who are meditating a Cvange, 
without being able to agree in any Model among them- 


felves, were they really left to tlieix own Cisoice? 9), 
thefe Men Enflave us, and Pave the way to Tyranp, 
thro’ a fhort interval of Anarchy and Confufion > Shall 
thefe Mufhrooms of the Night, engendred from mn 
re of a degenerate Age, Ufurp upon F,,.

Adhering to the Cunjtitution in Church and State is 
Principle that Her Mae/fy hath experienced to be ij; 
own Reward. It faved Her in the worft of Times, ang 
ferved Her for a Blefling to thefe Kingdoms. This hz}, 
carried Her through the many Difficulties that lately fur. 
rounded Her, and fupported Her under the Hercules 
Toil of Taming Monfters, and Cleanfing a Nation 
from thofe Dregs and Feces, which had been kept {ij. 
ring fo long, and taking Advantage of an intempery: 
Seafon, were rifen to the Top, and had put all Thing, 
into a Ferment. She can therefore recommend thy 
Principle to all in Authority under Her, by as good 
Proofs, as any other Stwart, tho’ not fo faccefif as 
Her Majty, was ever ableto produce, after the mof 
fevere Trials and Experiments. Whoever would hy 
Great or Happy in Britain muft fteer by this Principle; 
and there is no Reafon to believe that what hath fo often 
endanger'd the Crown, can ever make any Mimry, 
good Title to the Honours they enjoy, or a tolerable 
ecurity of their being Permanent and Durable. 

Her Maje/ty hath difplay'd to us one of the brighte? 
Beams of Her Royal Wifdom, and hath fhewn Her {cf 
to be a — Miftrefs of humane Policy, when Siz 
declares, That fuch as are true to thefe Principles ae 
only to be relied on, and have the beft Title to Her Fav, 
Happy had it been for us, and for Her excellent Proge- 
nitors, had the fame Maxims obtain’d in former Reigns! 
But She had then met with fewer Difficulties encom 

affing a Crown, and by confequence, had attain’d les 

lory in furmounting them. Let this generous Afi- 
rance filence the Ill-grounded Hopes of thofe, who ain 
at mo other Merit than that of being able Difturber:; 
and revive the reafonable Expefations of thofe, wh 
have poorly imagined, that Loyalry was made to be te 
warded only in another World. After this, every At: 
tempt to recommend Perfons of other Principles to Het 
Favour, is an Obftru&tion to the Courfe of Her Royal 
Juftice, a Violation of Her Honour, a mortal Prej 
‘dice to the publick Welfare, and a notorious Infiinge 
ment *of thofe wife Meafures, which have brought the 
Church and Crown thus far on their way to Unity and 
Perfection. 

Since Her Majeffy purfues the Quiet of thefe Nation, 
and the univerfal Good upon fuch fteddy Principles, Sie 
can never be difappointed in the reafonable Hope Sit 
hath entertained of nay | @ Parliament next Wiute, 
refolved to att upon sam rinciples, with the fame Pre 
dence, and with {uch Vigour, as may enable Her to Supp 
the Liberties of Europe abroad, and Reduce the Spirt 
Fa&tion at home. Our Gratitude, our Loyalty, and 2 
Senfe of our own Safety, Repofe and Happinefs wil 
fecond thefe Expeétations, and give Her Maefy te 
Satisfaction to fee that She hath not mifplaced Her Co 
fidence. They, who rejoiced at the Regular Deceafe ot 
the Prefent Parliament, fhall then be convinced, that 
this parting of the Legiflative Powers, was like that of 
Dear Infeparable Friends, attended with the comfor 
able Affurance of Meering again in Glory and Happinels: 
And when the great Work of Reducing Fattion {hall be
